Checks ranging from $1 to others 
running into several figures continue 
to pile up the results of the nation­ 
wide drive, which has already enlisted 
1.000.000 men and women. 
The 
new 
financial 
auxiliary thus 
created brings the total membership 
of the Boy Scouts of America up to a 
million and a half, which includes op- 
proxlmately 400.000 active scouts and 
100,000 leaders. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
tremendous 
size of this organization, it is con­ 
ducted with a professional force of 
but 300 paid workers, mostly scout ex­ 
ecutive hired by the business men of 
the larger cities. 
The rest are volun­ 
teers, and according to James E. West, 
the chief scout executive, “ they give 
from three to thirty hours a week to 
scouting, finding in the joy of the 
work alone more than sufficient com­ 
pensation.”
